Debate in the senate 'was confined
oxclusively for one day to the Liles
bill from the house, designed to put
“teeth” in the prohibition law, by im.
posing chalngang or prison sentence
foryviolation, without the alternative
of a flne. Considerable devision ex-
ists in the senate over the measure.
The consensus of opinion at this time
favors the passage of the bill in Its
original form, |

The Liles bill as brought over from
the house provides that & prison or
chalngang sentence of not less than
six months nor more than two years
shall be imposed for tho first vicla-
tion. Subsequent offenses carry with
them minimum sentence of one year
and mavimum of flve years. The cir-
cult judge In his discretion may sus-
pend all of the prison sentence for
the first offense but 30 days and of
subsequent offenses all but 60 days,
“upon such terms and conditions as
he may see fit to impose.” The Laney
amendment provides the ntternative of
4 fine of not less than $100 nor more
than $1,000 for the first offense.
